That  is  over  75  years  old  The 
oldest  coin  I  ever  found  in  the  1  960s  was  a  1  9  I  0  Lincoln  cent;  that’s  only  50  years 
Back  then  a  nickel  bought  a  full  size  candy  bar  or  a  bag  of  popcorn.  Today  those 
items  cost  fifty  cents  or  more.  Using  the  junk  food  standard  if  I  could  collect 
nickels  as  a  kid  today’s  kids  should  be  able  to  collect  quarters.  If  I  look  at  the 
variety  of  quarters  out  there  today  it  seems  to  me  that  there  is  plenty  of  interesting 
coins  to  collect  from  circulation.  There  are  five  designs  a  year  now  which  makes 
them  much  more  interesting  to  collect.  So.  maybe  getting  your  grandkids  a  quarter 
book  for  C  hristmas  might  just  spark  an  interest.  The  w  orst  that  can  happen  is  they 
might  save  some  money.

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The  1916  Rarities  -  and  I  heir  Gold  2(M(> 
Counterparts 

by  Murk  Benvenuto 
Unless  a  collector  has  his  or  her  head  under  a  rock  for 
quite  awhile,  they  know  that  2016  was  the  year  in  which 
a  gold  “Mercury  Dime,”  a  gold  “Standing  Liberty 
quarter,”  and  a  gold  “Walking  Liberty  half  dollar”  were 
produced  for  the  collecting  community.  They  are  all 
centennial  proofs.  Since  1916  was  the  year  in  which  the  design  of  the  dime, 
quarter,  and  half  dollar  were  changed  from  what  we  now  call  the  Barber 
design  to  this  trio  that  was  much  more  artistically  expressive.  The  time  this 
might  be  very  good  for  looking  into  just  what  we  might  be  able  to  collect 
as  far  as  that  triumvirate  that  was  actually  first  unveiled  in  1916. 

First  the  dime 

The  only  invitations  sent  out  for  the  coin  redesign 
competition  that  resulted  in  the  three  designs  first  used  in 
1916  went  to  established  artists,  each  with  a  track  record 
that  was  well  established.  Mr.  Adolph  A.  Weinman  won 
for  both  the  dime  and  the  half  dollar.  Virtually  all 
collectors  know'  that  1916-1)  mercury  dime  is  the  jewel  in 
the  crown,  as  it  were.  The  price  tags  today  certainly  do  reflect  that,  with 
even  well  worn  grades  costing  S1K.  But  the  1916  from  the  main  Mint  has 
an  enormous  mintage,  which  makes  it  very  affordable,  and  even  th  e  1916- 
S  can  be  had  in  a  decent  mint  state  grade  for  less  than  SI 00. 

The  new,  gold  version  of  this  gorgeous  dime  costs  S210  direct  from  the 
mint  (at  least  w  hen  we  went  to  the  website  to  check).  Is  it  worth  it?  Oh  my, 
w  e're  not  going  to  wade  into  those  dangerous  waters  and  predict;  this  one 
is  each  collectors  choice.  But  it  is  good  to  know  that  anyone  wanting  a 
1916  Merc  can  have  that  dream  come  true  for  very  little. 

Second  the  Quarter 

Much  like  the  Mercury  dime,  the  Standing  Liberty 
quarter,  the  design  work  of  Mr.  Hermon  MacNeil,  has  its 
major  rarity  right  up  front.  These  1916  quarters  were  made 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  -  unlike  Barber  quarters  which 
were  made  in  large  amounts  throughout  that  year  both  in 
Philadelphia  and  Denver  -  and  total  only  52.000  pieces.  As 
might  be  expected  ,  this  rare  and  beautiful  twenty-five  cent  piece  is  pegged 
in  some  rather  high  prices  today. 

I  nlike  the  Mercury  dime,  the  standing  Liberty  quarter  design  wont 
through  some  alterations  as  the  first  year  of  issue  unfolded.  There  is  wli.it 
gets  called  a  bare-breasted  variety  of  the  quarter,  and  a  covered  version  in 
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w  hich  Lady  Liberty's  upper  torso  was  now  clad  in  what  appears  to  be  chain 
mail.  Both  versions  came  out  of  three  Mints,  and  all  six  were  made  in  large 
enough  numbers  that  they  are  obtainable  in  just  about  any  grade.  The 
long-standing  collector  love  affair  with  any  ‘S'  mint  marked  coins 
means  that  either  variety  of  the  1 91  7-S  will  cost  a  bit  more  than  its 
Denver  or  Philadelphia  counterpart  -  yet  even  with  that  in  mind,  a 
collector  can  snag  a  good  looking  specimen  ina  grade  like  EF-40 
for  about  $200. 

The  modern  day  gold  version  of  Mr.  MacNeil’s  artistry  will  cost 
$472.50  direct  from  the  Mint  (yep,  we'll  checked  that  one,  too).  Once 
again  we  will  ask  if  this  coin  is  worth  it  -  and  once  again  will  leave  the 
answer  to  each  collector.  But  if  you  decide  that  the  new  version  of  the 
classic  is  to  rich  for  your  blood  -  it  is  '/2  ounce  of  gold,  after  all  -  its  good 
to  know  there  are  plenty  of  true  classics  out  there  from  which  to  choose. 

Finally,  the  half  dollar 

As  mentioned,  Mr.  Weinman  is  also  a  designer  of  the 
Walking  Liberty  half,  a  design  which  people  are  so 
enamored  that  it  was  chosen  for  the  silver  bullion  Eagles 
the  Mint  has  been  pounding  out  since  1986.  And 
strangely,  in  a  third  example  of  the  same  phenomenon, 
there  are  a  couple  of  rare  varieties  right  up  at  the  first  year  issue.  The 
Mercury  dime  had  its  low  mintage  rarity  in  the  191 6-D.  The  Standing 
Liberty  quarter  had  its  low  mintage  piece  in  its  1916.  And  for  the 
Walking  Liberty  half,  there  was  relatively  low  mintage’s  for  the  1916 
and  1916-S,  as  well  as  a  mint  mark  on  the  obverse,  ended  up  being 
moved  to  the  reverse  in  the  middle  of  1917.  Curiously  though,  the  1916, 
with  a  mintage  of  608,000  pieces,  is  really  not  to  expensive.  The  191 8-S, 
with  a  mintage  of  508,000,  and  yet  it  carries  the  higher  price  tags.  It 
seems  to  be  yet  another  case  of  our  lasting  love  affair  with  that  ‘S'  mint 
mark. 

Even  though  the  Walking  Liberty  halves  started  out  a  bit  slower  than 
might  be  expected,  by  1917  the  output  from  Philly  had  climbed  to  12.2 
million  -  and  that  would  be  eclipsed  several  times  as  the  series 
progressed.  There  is  definitely  some  potential  in  finding  inexpensive 
Walking  Liberty  halves  today. 

As  this  is  being  written,  the  gold  version  ot  this  hall  dollar  is  not  yet 
available  at  the  Mints  website,  although  there  was  a  truly  beautiful 
image  displayed  for  us  eager  beavers  to  pine  over.  Even  though  the  price 
is  not  yet  posted,  the  mass  of  gold  in  it  is  supposed  to  be  the  same  as  the 
quarter.  We  can  only  hope  the  price  tag  will  reflect  that. 

Overall? 
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All  things  considered,  it  can  be  tough  to  make  a  complete  set  of  all  the 
dates  and  mint  marks  for  the  Mercury  dimes,  the  Standing  Liberty  quarter, 
and  the  Walking  Liberty  half  dollar.  But  if  a  person  is  a  bit  creative,  is 
w  illing  to  look  as  those  I D 1  7 .  and  is  patient  in  hunting  down  some  good 
examples  of  each  coin,  it  is  not  difficult  at  all  to  assemble  one  of  these 
three  coins  from  first  full  year  of  issue.  And  to  add  their  gold,  modern 
counterparts?  Well,  that  could  turn  into  a  truly  beautiful  collection.

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The  U.S.  Mint  Celebrates  the  Centennial 


of  Three  Iconic  Coin 


Designs 


BJ  Searls 

I  hree  of  our  most  beautifully  designed  coins  are  celebrating  their 
lOOthanniversary  this  year.  To  commemorate,  the  U.S.  Mint  is  releasing 
these  designs  in  .9999  tine  24-karat  gold.  PCGS  is  grading  these  coins  as 
Special  Strikes  and  has  a  number  of  different  label  options. 


2016-W  Mercury  Dime  100th  Anniversary  PCGS  SP70 
The  gold  Mercury  Dime,  which  was  released  on  April  21,  is  minted  in 
West  Point  and  bears  the  "W"  mint  mark.  The  mintage  limit  is  125,000.  It 
contains  one-tenth  troy  ounce  of  24-karat  gold  and  has  a  diameter  of  1 6.50 
mm,  slightly  smaller  than  the  silver  version.  "AU  24K.  1/10  OZ."  is 
inscribed  on  the  reverse  under  the  motto,  E  PLUR1BUS  UNUM.  The 
original  design  was  that  of  Adolph  A.  Weinman,  a  German  born  American 
sculptor.  Initially  labeled  the  "Winged  Liberty  Head,"  it  is  now  commonly 
referred  to  as  the  Mercury  Dime  due  to  Miss  Liberty’s  resemblance  to 
Mercury,  the  Roman  god.  The  reverse  design  is  a  fasces  and  olive  branch, 
symbols  of  strength  in  unity  and  peaceful  intentions. 


2016-W  Standing  Liberty  Quarter  100th  Anniversary  PCGS  SP70 
The  second  gold  centennial  is  the  Standing  Liberty  Quarter,  recently 
released  on  September  8.  Also  minted  at  West  Point,  its  mintage  limit  is 
100,000.  This  coin  contains  one-quarter  troy  ounce.  "AU  24K.  'A  OZ."  is 
inscribed  on  the  obverse.  Its  diameter  is  22  mm,  again  just  slightly  smaller 
than  the  original  silver  coin,  which  had  a  diameter  of  24.3.  The  Standing 
Liberty  Quarter  was  designed  by  Hermon  A.  MacNeil,  replacing  the  Barber 
quarter.  MacNeil  was  an  American  sculptor  born  in  Everett,  Massachusetts. 
The  original  design  in  1916  features  Liberty  with  a  loose  robe  about  her 
shoulders,  her  right  breast  exposed,  her  right  hand  holding  an  olive  branch, 
her  left  holding  a  shield.  Thirteen  stars  border  a  wall  with  an  opening 
through  which  Miss  Liberty  is  stepping.  The  design  was  modified  in  1917 
to  a  fully  clothed  Miss  Liberty  due  to  the  original  1916  controversial 
design.  Interestingly  enough,  our  new  gold  coin  is  that  of  the  1916  design. 
The  reverse  of  the  coin  features  a  flying  eagle.  In  the  first  design  all  13 
stars  border  the  rim.  The  second  design  locates  three  ot  the  stars  below  the 
eagle  and  above  the  denomination. 

The  last  in  the  centennial  series  is  the  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollar.  Long 
considered  by  many  to  be  one  of  America’s  most  beautiful  designs,  this 
coin  does  not  yet  have  a  release  date.  However,  the  coin  is  now  in 
production  at  West  Point.. 
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This  coin  will  contain  one-half  troy  ounce  of  gold  and  will  have  a  diameter 
of  27  mm,  smaller  than  the  30.6  mm  diameter  of  the  silver  version.  "Al  24 
y2  OZ."  will  be  inscribed  on  the  reverse  under  the  eagle's  talons  on  the  rock 
ledge.  The  original  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollar  was  also  the  design  of 
Adolph  A.  Weinman.  This  beautiful  coin  features  Miss  Liberty  walking  to 
the  left  with  her  right  arm  swinging  forward  and  her  left  holding  branches 
of  laurel  and  oak,  symbols  of  civil  and  military  glory.  The  sun  is  rising  on 
the  lower  left  and  the  folds  of  the  stars  and  stripes  fly  behind  Miss  I  ibertv 
The  reverse  features  the  majestic  eagle,  wings  unfolded,  perched  on  a  rock 
ledge.  Growing  out  of  the  rock  is  a  mountain  pine,  symbolic  of  America.
